A very terrible disaster occurred here 
to-duy on the river Mandovy, which ended 


in the loys of over a hundred lives. The 
steam-launch, which plies between Verem, 
Betim, and Panjim, and vice -rersa, left the 
pier of Verem a little before 7 a.m., with 
abaut 200 passengers on board, many 
having heen kept back for want of room. 
The number was unusally large, owing to 
the day being the feast day of the patron 
saint of Goa, St. Francié “Xavier, and 
and devotees from differont parts proceed- 
ing to Velha Goa ty offer up prayers at the 
shrine of the saint in the convent of Bam 
Jesus, Abvul ten minutes after 
stewm-lautich had weighed anchor, it.sank 
in the river jast in front of the Lycemn 
National.” As cau be easily imagined, the 
confusion was tremendous, 

‘The boats being in great demand on‘that 
day, there was nut « single one available to 
render the sufferers a helping hand. ‘Pho: 
gunboat Mandovy was unchored about half 
amile off the scene of the di. and 
although the boats from this vessel wer 
lowered us specdily as possible; they could 
only pick up ubout thirty peuple, asd no 
fewer than sixteen of chesedicd in hospital, 
The: latter wero from among. the deck 
passengers, It is haliered all the first-clasa 
passengers perished. 

At the time of writing this, the exact 
number on board has not -been ascertained, 
but it exceeded 160, of whom only fourteen 
survived, Almost all the passengers: were 
pilgrims to the shrine of St. Xavier, con- 
sisting of sons, daughters, fathers, - mothers 
avd old women, and jt is’ believed cthe 
catastrophe has extinguished whole families. 
The passengers were chiefly frum Verem, 
Pilérne, : Siligae, Culangnte, “Anjuna; 
Assuano, Siolim, Mupuca. Candolin, Nera, 
and Perta. .
